The eighteenth trump often bears unpleasant connotations 
relating to the murky, fearful or even loathesome depths 
of the Soul. It has been viewed as a deceptive veil 
obscuring the 1light of truth. It was called an inferior 
reflection of the Sun, a weakly feminine polarity to 
masculine Solar energy. Only since the emergence of the 
Spiritual feminist movement in the 1970's has the Moon 
been reevaluated and balanced with positive attributes. 

It exemplies the third Crone aspect of the waning Moon, 
replete with Sinister (Clefthand, or feminine) connotations 
of wisdom, the accumulated wealth of experience, maturing, 
and the passage from life to death and beyond. 


Traditional decks display a crayfish attempting to 
emerge from the depths of an artifical, enclosed pool at 
the bottom of the vignette. Beyond, in a wilderness back- 
ground, two dogs bay at a rayed moon with a human profile 
etched within its fullness. Past the dogs loom two i so- 
lated towers. Drops fall from the Moon to the scene below. 


Egyptian decks Show a Scorpion within a round pool On a 
flat Surface beyond, a black dog sits in front of a white 
pyramid (designed with an elaborate door) and faces a 
white dog in front of a black pyramid. Above a full dark 
moon 1s partially obscured by clouds. 


Modern decks depict a lobster crawling out of a natural 
pool onto a artificial (humanly constructed) path. On 
either Side of the path a civilized dog and wild wolf bay 
at the moon. Again, two towers appear in the distance, 
while the path between extends into distant mountains. A 
Straining profiled face within the full moon exudes rays 
and drops Similar to traditional designs. 


In Standard designs, the playoff between natural and 
artifical constructs is a dominant theme. An intriquing 
non-Standard Moon in the Amazon Tarot depicts a handheld 
oval mirror; reflected in the mirror is a smiling full

As: noted in-the last i1SSue, JeSSe Cougar's A 
Poet's Tarot” is a new black-and-white fteminist 
deck. A completely illustrated deck of 74 
cards, there are 13 instead of 14 cards in the 
Minor Arcana suits., Like Ruth West*'s 7Thea*s 
Tarot,” all designs are non-standard and the Ta- 
rot format is used as. a vehicle tor the expres- 
S10n of Cougar's personal metaphysical vision. 


Most Major Arcana are retitled and given a de- 
finitive keyword, Three cards - the Pharon, 
Transducer (see illustration on page 14) and 
Wildan were created to define new concepts. The 
Pharon (XIII) is adapted from the Greek myth of 
'Charon, who ferried Souls over the RIAIVEr 'SEYX 
to the land of the dead...so the Pharon becomes 
one who helps others through any intense trans1- 
tion." The Transducer (XV) is "one who trans- 
mits energy from one system to another or con- 
verts energy in form,” And the Wildan (XVIII). is 
''a womon in her wild state, our animal selves.”" 


The four Minor Arcana suits have been reworked 
_ as Sticks (Wands), Bowls (Cups), Knives 

(Swords), and Pens (Pentacles)., The 11th, 12th 
and 13th cards in each suit aren't Court cards; 
they depict animals and are also provided with 
astrological signatures. 


The most unique feature of the deck is that it 
1s. two=-sided,. On: the. back ot each card, within 
purle and silver borders, appears a metaphys- 
ical affirmation or: poem dealing with the nature 
of- the particular card. . While poetically aps 
pealing, they do not offer concrete explanations 
of the symbols on the card, which is frustrating 
with such a non-standard pack, The pictures are 
Simple sketches of women engaged in all types of 
mundane and magical activity.

(XIX) 


Ine: glorious: Sun 
RSS 15 as coursSe and. plays: the altchemist, 
EC ETAS with iSpiendour of. his precious. eye 
The meagre cloddy earth to glittering. gold.

The Sun is traditionally the most positive card in the 
deck, its solar symbol dominating the landscape of the 
arcanum. Yet there is a range of variation in what is 
displayed under the all-encompassing rays of the &sun. The 
symbols on the card all point to illumination, happiness, 
innocent abandon, laughter, warmth, and nurturing /nourish- 
ing aspects of the solar being. 


Marseilles-type decks commonly portray two children, an- 
drogynous or male, wrapped in loin cloths and moving tow- 
ards an embrace. These twins have been called Castor and 
Pollux, inspiring some Taroists to ass0ciate Gemini with 
this trump. Other traditional decks depict the children 
as male and female dancing within a fairy ring. 

A brick wall in the background implies that the children 
are in a protected physical enclosure in addition to being 
beneath the sun's nurturing eye. 


Egyptian decks place a man and woman within a sacred flow- 
er circle, lending strength to the divinatory association 
of the card with marriage. The Sun, more than the Lovers, 
indicates long-term relationships involving commitments to 
family and children. Esoterically, : the couple represents 
the alchemical sacred marriage (hierosgamos) of the sun 
and moon, or masculine and feminine, within the individu- 
al. The couple have also been called soul-mates, or kar- 
mic halves, travelling through incarnations toward the ul- 
timate goal of union. 


Modern decks usually copy the Rider design of a naked 
child sporting a red feather in hir hair and riding a 
white horse (a solar symbol). The loin cloth has been 
furled as a banner. The motif shouts exuberance, joy and 
freedom. In the background is a wall topped by blooming 
sunflowers. 
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Nineteen 1s number of the sun in numerology; 19 reduces to 
1, as does the lOth trump - the Wheel. The Wheel and Sun 
are exoteric and esoteric disks, respectively, of the Ma- 
Jor Arcana. It 1s part of a cosmic triad of Star, Moon 
and Sun; the three represent intuition-emotion-intellect 
Or conscious-subconsclious-Superconscious awareness.

As the title states, the text utilizes the Tarot Major 
Arcana to illustrate principles of Christian Hermetism. 
Many concepts presented are similar to those expounded 
by Mouni Sadhu in The Tarot. However, this text offers 
them in a more easily digestible format. The prose 
flows more smoothly, with less occult vocabulary, and 
therefore It is more illuminating. 


The meditations '"...are Christian in showing a dedi- 
cated love of God, man and the earth, and a devotion to 
the Risen One who lives in the rituals of the Church, 
They are Hermetic in bringing the reader into a stream 
of wisdom originating in ancient Egypt with Hermes Tris- 
megistus, and continuing into the present. Finally, 
they are a Journey into a realm increasingly neglected 
Since the end of the middle ages:. the interior of the 
Individual human soul..." (introductory material). 


Each arcanum .serves as a Springboard for the delinea- 
tion of the author's Christo-hermetic doctrine. Liberal 
references to the bible, gnostic treatises, occultists, 
and ancient and modern philosophers are drawn into his
